"At  1530  hours  on  18  November  1958,  Lt  Conlon,  United 
States  Naval  Liaison  Officer,  Marine  Division,  Sperry  Gyroscope 
Company,  advised  as  follows:  Mr engineer,  Marine 
Division,  Sperry  Gyroscope  Company,  Roosevelt  Field,  New  York 
advised  that  he  had  received  information  from  Mr.  and  Mri 

niondale,  Pennsylvania,  that  on  27  October  " 

1958  they  had  witnessed  an  unidentified  flying  object  over  their  farm 
near  Union  Dale.  They  stated  that  the  object  was  flying  at  a very 
high  rate  of  speed,  just  clearing  the  treetops,  and  making  a loud 
swishing  noise.  The  object  had  the  appearance  of  a large,  grey 
cigar  with  a horizontal  crosspiece  resembling  an  aircraft  elevator 
on  Its  tail.  Mr.  and  Mrs^HBli  advised  the  object  looked  like  a 
large  jet  aircraft  without  wings.  Lt  Conlon  advised  that was 
unable  to  furnish  any  information  as  to  the  time  of  day  of  the  sighting,
